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WHY AND HOW J. W. PARRISH RAISES GOOD RACEHORSES 


HE picture on the front page is that of the magnificent yearling chestnut colt by Epinard 
(the great French champion, which made two seasons at the Dixiana Farm under arrange- 


ment between Pierre Wertheimer and the late James Cox Brady), out of Mary Belle, daughter 
of Ballot, whose racing history and marked achievements as a broodmare were related on 
this page Jast week in connection with the tabulated pedigree and family particulars of her 
son, Rolled Stocking. 


This colt was raised by J. W. Parrish, banker and farmer, Midway, Woodford County, 
Ky., and when he came under the discerning eyes of Col. Phii T. Chinn, a master at choosing 
young Thoroughbreds, he was forthwith acquired for inclusion in the consignment to be sent 
from Himyar Stud to the August sales at Saratoga Springs, N. Y,, to be held under the aus- 
pices of the Fasig-Tipton Company. 

As grand as this colt is, there is in Mr. Parrish’s pastures a suckling chestnut colt by the 
same sire, Epinard, out of Gossip Avenue (dam of Percentage) by Bulse (son of Disguise), 
out of Rosewood by Magneto (son of *Star Shoot), out of *Rose Tree II by Bona Vista (son 
of Bend Or), which is, to all appearances, a better individual. 


At any rate, it is sufficient to say that in so far as we are informed no other breeder in 
this country has the distinction of having bred by the same sire two as good looking colts as 
are these. And they are not the only produce from the Parrish establishment worthy of men- 
tion. There is a yearling chestnut colt by Pennant, out of the French mare *La Pianche de 
Briante by *Negofol, out of Presight (dam of Le Prelude and half-sister to the great French 
stake winner Oversight and to the fine French stake winner and producer Foresight) by 
Prestige, out of First Sight (foaled in England and taken to France where she became a 
wonderful producer) by Isinglass, out of Nandine, by Wisdom, she out of Fanchette by Specu- 
lum, next dam Reticence, a daughter of Seclusion, dam of the mighty Hermit. 


Col. Chinn also selected this fellow as one of his Himyar Stud consignment, and he cou'd 
easily be chosen as a top horse in any company. He is most assuredly what Kentuckians 
know to be a “Saratoga yearling.’’ That expression means, as one of our darkies would say, 
“a whole passel.”” It means what “Tiffany’’ would mean in speaking of jewels and art works. 

One hears Mr. Parrish described as “an unusually lucky man.’’ We wou!dn’t say that he 
isn’t lucky, but after a visit to his farms, three of them, the other day, we are of the im- 
pression that his success is attributed to good judgment, rather than to luck. For instance, 
he keeps only ten mares, and he had six of the ten, with their foals, in a pasture of 100 
acres of excellent blue grass, with an abundance of shade, two pools of spring water, and a 
barn opened all the time on the side to the South and in the center of this a rack filled with 
hay and troughs for feeding grain, both to the mares and foals. 

We thought of what the late Major Foxhall A. Daingerfield frequently said in his dis- 
cussions with breeders, which was: ‘Give the mares and foals plenty of range, not less than 
10 acres to each mare and foal, and when they are weaned turn the youngsters into as large 
pasture as is available, separating the colts from the fillies at yearling time; but remember, 
always, to give them plenty of range. Once in a great while you will find a good racehorse 
which has had little range in his colthood, but they are few and far between. Good blood, 
good water, good grass, good feed, proper shelter and plenty of range and as much out of 
doors as possible, and you have the formula for producing good racehorses.” 


Another impression we got from the visit with Mr. Parrish was that aside from his very 
practical methods and abundance of range, his horses are raised away from other horses. 
There are not many breeding establishments in his locality. He has no over the fence or 
across the road neighbors of their kind for his horses. He is out of the “congested district,” 
so to speak, and his land is never sour to horses. He keeps it sweet by the presence of fine, 
fat cattle, and he has sheep to destroy the weeds. Then, too, he is a great believer in Lespe- 
deza, and uses it to revitalize pasturage after he has grown a crop of some sort on land that 
had, according to his views, been sufficiently grazed. 


In addition to Gossip Avenue and her foal by Epinard, referred to above, the mares and 
foals in the 100 acres pasture were *La Planche de Briante and her chestnut colt by High 
Time, a grand little fellow, looking very like his sire; Mary Belle and her chestnut filly by 
Pennant, therefore an own sister to Rolled Stocking, and a good individual; Rosewood (dam 
of Blackwood, Liily M., Louisville and Nashville, Cousin Kate, Woodlot and Gossip Avenue) 
and her toppy chestnut colt by Pennant; *Escarpolette (hardy campaigner, she was) by Fitz- 
Herbert, and her chestnut filly, a good one, by *North Star III, and *Zuleika, by Neil Gow, and 
her brown filly by *Under Fire. The last mentioned foai is the property of John E. Madden 
and is a neat individual. 


Mr. Madden was a visitor at the farm a few days after the filly was foaled and asked Mr. 
Parrish to price her. When he named the figure, Mr. Madden said: “I'll take her.” 


This is *Escarpolette’s second foal. The first is a likely yearling filly by Supremus, which 
we saw in another 100 acres pasture on another of the Parrish farms along with a big herd 
of cattle and two other bay fillies of her own age, one by Chilhowee out of Gossip Avenue 
and the other a half-sister to the good colt Naishapur, she being by Dress Parade, out of 
*Scramble, by Le Melior. They are good individuals and are intended for racing under their 
breeder’s own colors. (Concluded on page 22) 
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THE LARGER PURSES. 


ERNON SANDERS, Turf editor of The Louis- 

vile Times, as per his article of July 9, is of 
the opinion that to increase purses for which 
Thoroughbred horses contest is likely to end in 
disaster. He calls that a “tendency to commer- 
cialize the sport,” and says: “Raising the ante in 
any game does not encourage that particular 
endeavor further than to capitalize it in such a 
way that it is destined to blow up like a South 
Sea bubble. As an instance, Jim Coffroth of 
Tijuana fame attempted to build up his racing 
property on the strength of the fact that he 
contributed the largest purse in one race ever 
distributed in the history of the Turf. But it did 
not save Tijuane from going on the rocks. 


“While big money will bring the best horses to 
a racing ground and increase the gate many fold, 
in a sport like racing it will cause jealousies and 
a spirit of revenge among persons at interest in 
the properties of other tracks, which cannot 
afford to distribute such immense purses, that 
will bring reprisals. No sport could ever stand 
internecine warfare.” 

We wouldn’t say this was inspired, but it 
savors mightily of the argument advanced when 
the Latonia purses were cut from $1,500 “so that 
they would be on a parity with the purses at 
Chicago,” and because ‘with competition at 
Chicago, Latonia would not be able to pay $1,500 
purses.” 

We have it on the authority of The Cincinnat! 
Enquirer that the meeting just closed at Latonia 
was one of the most successful in several years. 

Tijuana did not ‘go on the rocks’’ because Jim 
Coffroth added $100,000 to the purse for the 
handicap that bears his name. Tijuana didn’t go 
on the rocks at all. It was put out of business 
by a more powerful group, financially and politi- 
cally, who are desirous of having a better place 

n which to race—-at Agua Caliente—and desir- 
ous, too, of having racing as a profitable adjunct 
to other enterprises—-hotel, casino, etc.,-in 
which they are interested. 

If, as Mr. Sanders says, and as THE BLOOD- 
HORSE agrees, “big money will bring the best 
horses to a racing ground and increase the gate 
many fold,” why cannot all track managers who 
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are in the “big money” belt successfully employ 
the same tactics? If they should do so, there 
would be no occasion for “jealousies and a spirit 
of revenge,’ which Mr. Sanders suggests might 
arise “among persons at interest in the proper- 
ties of other tracks, which cannot afford to dis- 
tribute such immense purses.” 

We have noted that after Arlington’s book 
appeared Hawthorne announced “purses $1,200 to 
$2,000," and now we observe the same schedule 
in the announcement for the Lincoln Fields 
meeting. We haven't heard of Hawthorne’s gen- 
eral manager, nor of Lincoln Fields’ executive 
director complaining or intimating that there is 
likelihood of “internecine warfare’’ because 
Arlington has set the gauge for large slices of 
the pie to the horse owners, who, goodness 
knows, are entitled to something better than a 
handout. 

The situation at Chicago_is just this: A group 
of sportsmen owning one track have announced 
“no profits” as their slogan, and a group of other 
yperating race tracks as a business 
have promised stockholders “at least 10 per cent 
on the common stock.” Even with purses rang- 
ing from $1,200 to $2,000 that promise should 
be easy of fulfillment, provided they do not pass 
out too much to politicians and high salaried 
men.

ARLINGTON PARK SALES. 


N the office of THE BLOOD-HORSE compilation 
I of the gatalogue for a sale of horses in train- 
ing the property of Messrs. Phil T. Chinn, J. O. 
Keene (Keeneland Stud) and Joe F. Patterson, 
numbering 21 head, to be held in the paddock at 
Arlington Park, Chicago, at 11 o’clock Friday, 
July 26, has been completed and the printed book 
is in the mails. 

Compilation of the catalogue for a sale the 
next day, Saturday, July 27, at noon, at the same 
place, is being completed in THE BLOOD-HORSE 
office and will come from the press July 18. 
Twenty-nine head are embraced in this catalogue, 
thirteen being the property of Hal Price Headley, 
six the property of Edward Beal McLean, six 
the property of John J. Coughlin and four the 
property of George Clark (Rosedale Stable). The 
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Headley horses are all of those in active training 
in charge of Walter Taylor. 

The Friday sale is under the management of 
the owners, with John Bain as auctioneer. The 
Saturday sale is under the management of C. J. 
Fitz Gerald, with George A. Bain as auctioneer. 
In both, the horses are to be sold without re- 
serve, and the offerings either have been racing 
or are ready to race. 

The horses of Messrs. Chinn and Patterson, 
numbering six each, were shipped from Lexington 
July 15 to Hawthorne, where they will be kept 
and transferred to Arlington Park. The horses 
of Mr. Keene, nine in number, are at Arlington 
Park, as are all of those in the Saturday sale 
under Mr. Fitz Gerald’s management. 

Both sales are advertised in this issue of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE and catalogues may be had 
by addressing THE BLoop-HoRSE, or they can be 
had at the office of the Racing Secretary at 
Arlington Park. 


BIG AID FROM HERTZ. 

OHN D. HERTZ and his estimable wife cer- 

tainly are doing a big part for racing in 

America and a noble part for the Nation’s army 
mounts. In addition to maintaining a breeding 
farm at Cary, Illinois, and a sub-breeding farm 
near Lexington, they have a string of racehorses 
with the international Reigh Count at its head, 
and maintain a polo team to play under the name 
Leona Farms on Chicago grounds. The poloists 
are champion players, as per the following from 
The Chicago Tribune, July 9. 

“Leona Farms swept into the Chicago six goal 
polo championship Sunday by defeating Fort 
Sheridan, 15 to 2, at the North Shore field. This 
triumph gave the team from the John D. Hertz 
farms in Cary possession of the bronze trophy 
awarded by Richard Glaser, while individual 
members of the quartet were presented with 
awards by the North Shore club. 

“Beatty, with seven goals led Leona Farms 
scoring. The Fort Sheridan horses showed ex- 
perience of heavy tournament campaigning in 
recent weeks, during which the army players 
were runners up in two championship events.” 


MISTAKES. 

Y mistake of our printer (and that actually 

was his, though printers frequently are 
wrongly blamed for mistakes) L. S. Sutcliffe was 
given credit for the photograph from which was 
made the picture of Rolled Stocking appearing 
on THE BLoop-HORSE cover last week. We had 
not placed a credit line under the picture, because 
we do not know the name of the gentleman who 
took the photograph, but we now understand he 
was a traveling representative of the Purina 
Mills, manufacturers of good food for livestock.

Now, 
we are in receipt of a request from Mr. Sutcliffe 
that we make known that the picture was not 
his work, which we gladly do, and likewise quote 
him, as follows: 

“Whilst the picture was very creditable for 
an amateur, it is not ‘according to Hoyle’ and 
would have a tendency to lower my ‘batting 
average’ considerably.” 

Perhaps it has not occurred to friend Sutcliffe 
that “the other fellow” might object to having 
his work (we thought it quite good, and natural) 
credited to another, so we apologize to him, also, 
for the mistake. 


WILL INVERSHIN COME? 

ERNON SANDERS exhausted a column and 
V. half expressing the opinion that there will 
be no $100,000 or $200,000 international cup race 
at Arlington Park next year because, he says, 
there will be no American horses, barring Reigh 
Count, for it. O’Neil Sevier has consumed a 
column and three-quarters pointing out that there 
will be plenty of American material for such 
a race. 

Our opinion is that the difficulty is going to 
be to get Invershin’s owner to consent to his 
coming. Invershin is now a 7-year-old. It was 
with reluctance that Mr. Walker permitted him- 
self to be pursuaded away from his plan to retire 
his great stayer to the stud last season. 

If Mr. Walker is especially desirous of having 
progeny by his dual winner of the Ascot Gold 
Cup, Invershin will go to the stud next season, 
and will not be raced in America. Otherwise 
he may come. 

If Mr. Walker declines the invitation, Reigh 
Count will go to the stud at Leona Farm, Cary, 
Illinois. Meanwhile there is much interesting 
discussion on this side of the Atlantic and very 
little of the same sort on the other side. Up 
to the last week in June, the matter had been 
barely mentioned over there.

FRENCH BET WITH CHECQUES. 


An arrangement for betting on French race- 
courses by checque, similar 


to that recently 


adopted by several English banks, is to be au- 
thorized. 


With the suppression of bookmakers 


(says 


Reuter’s Paris correspondent, under date June 
26) persons anxious to stake large sums found it 
inconvenient to carry large wads of notes, and 
naturally an ordinary cheque, impossible to veri- 
fy on the spot, is not acceptable. 


Now an agreement has been come to between 


the Societe d’Encouragement and a large French 
bank providing for an arrangement closely re- 
sembling the State scheme of postal cheques. 


Cheque books will be on sale for cash at the 


racecourse containing ten cheques of 500, 1,000, 
or 5,000 francs. 


Other arrangements are also to be introduced 
by which it will 


be possible to obtain these 


cheque books from banks against sufficient 
guarantees. 


These cheques can be handed in at the Pari- 


mutuel, and each user will be given a number, 
and any sums won by him will be paid auto- 
matically into his account. 


An office to deal with this new business has 


already been set up in the paddock at Long- 


champ. 


The superseded bookmakers, one paper 


remarks, will have to become bankers.

lengths from Live Oak, with Clyde Van Dusen 
the Kentucky Derby winner, another two and 
a half lengths back, while Dr. Freeland, the 
Preakness Stakes winner, was still an additional 
three lengths removed. Grey Coat, which had 
gotten up in the last stride of the Dwyer Stakes 
to defeat Blue Larkspur, was a poor seventh. 
tose of Sharon, the biggest disappointment of 
the race, since the throne had sent her to the 
post bearing the badge of favoritism, ran dully 
and was never into the contention of the event, 
finishing twelfth. a head better than Windy City, 
winner of the American Derby, while Panchio 
which had finished third (just ahead of Blue 
Larkspur) in the Kentucky Derby, was last. 

Some of the more astute horsemen, during the 
paddock inspection gained the impression that 
Rose of Sharon was not at her best in condition;

that she had wasted considerable in weight, and 
that her hair was indicative of staleness. The 
running of the race seems to have confirmed 
these opinions, and it may follow that the splendid 
daughter of *Light Brigade and Rosa Mundi 
will be reserved until autumn, regardless of the 
talk of special races and match races. 

The match race suggestion came from Senator 


Camden, who, realizing that his filly had not 
run her race, and feeling’ keenly his disap- 


pointment, within a few minutes after the finish 
indicated to Racing Secretary Joe McLennan that 
he would like another meeting with Blue Lark- 
spur, horse against horse. 

This information was

Clyde Van Dusen had the bad luck to have been 
pinched off a bit at the start and was thereafter 
blocked by the runners ahead of him for a con- 
siderable way, so that McAtee was unable to 
get him out of his tangle and into the clear in 
the earliest stages. However, had he been un- 
hampered at all stages, he would not have de- 
feated Blue Larkspur in this race. He is no! 
good enough for that task now, though he is 
wearing weil under the extensive campaigning 
he has had. 

Col. Bradley personally received the gold 
trophy, which, on behalf of the American 
National Jockey Club, was presented by Gover- 
nor Emmerson, of the State of Illinois, who had 
Witnessed the running of the race from the 
stewards’ stand.

HARVEY WOODRUFE’S ANALYSIS. 

Writing in The Chicago Tribune of July 14, 
Harvey ‘tf. Woodruff, of the sporting staff of 
that great newspaper, he having formerly been 
Secretary of the old Western Turf Association, 
which had control of racing in the middle West 
a quarter of a century and more ago, has the 
following to say of Blue Larkspur’s prowess: 

“Before yesterday’s American Classic at 
Arlington Park, Turf critics were agreed that 
uniess Blue Larkspur or Rose of Sharon won the 
$60,000 stake the 3 year olds of 1929 must be 
pronounced an indifferent lot, with no outstand- 
ing performer. This is because the colts in this 
division have been beating one another in the 
various stake events, which is against the best 
Turf tradition. 

“Blue Larkspur qualified for consideration be- 
cause he had won the Withers and Belmont 
stakes after running fourth in the Kentucky 
Derby, won by Clyde Van Dusen on a sloppy 
track, manifestly not in the Bradley colt’s liking, 
and in which he did not secure his favorite 
rail position until the contest was nearly over. 

‘Rose of Sharon, a filly, had outclassed those 
of her sex and had not been out of the money in 
nine starts this season. It is not usual for fillies 
to win Derbies, but if this was an off year for 
colts, the *Light Brigade filly, which had not been 
seriously extended in her last starts, might be 
the one. 

“Blue Larkspur not only settled the filly’s 
pretentions, but those of all colts opposing him. 
Rose of Sharon ran twelfth among fourteen. Blue 
Larkspur at the finish of the mile and one-quarter 
journey was five lengths in front of his field, 
comprising the best 3-year-olds in training. He 


was away well, secured his favorite inner rail 
position, and remained there until entering the 


stretch, where, after disposing of Clyde Van 
Dusen’s challenge, he hid to leave the rail to go 
outside of the tiring pacemakers, Grand Prince 
and Live Oak. 

“Now let us look at 
the 38-year-old championship. He 


3lue Larkspur’s claims to 
had started 


six times this season and won four of those con- 
tests, being out of the money only in the Ken- 
tucky Derby. In his first start at Lexington E. R. 
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Bradley’s son of Black Servant defeated Clyde 
Van Dusen by a neck. In the Kentucky Derby 
Blue Larkspur finished fourth to Clyde Van 
Dusen, Naishapur and Panchio. Clyde Van Dusen 
was third yesterday, five and one-half lengths 
behind the winner. Naishapur is out of training 
following his injury in the American Derby. 
Panchio was last yesterday. 

“Blue Larkspur next won the Withers stake, 
beating Chestnut Oak, Jack High and Dr. Free- 
land, the latter winner of the Preakness. Next 
came the Belmont stakes, with African, Jack 
High, and Deacon Hill in order behind Blue 
Larkspur. 

“Then, just as Blue Larkspur seemed to have 
re-established his supremacy he met defeat in 
the Dwyer stakes from Grey Coat, which had 
a 7 pound pull in weights and a head margin at 
the end of one and one-half miles. Grey Coat, 
with only three pounds pull in weight, was 
seventh yesterday. 

“Thus, of the four great 3-year-old events run 
previously Blue Larkspur had won two in which 
he competed. Dr. Freeland, Preakness winner, 
has finished behind the Bradley colt three times. 
Clyde Van Dusen, Kentucky Derby winner, was 
outfooted yesterday and in other races he has 
showed lack of title form. Blue Larkspur won 
the Belmont stakes. Windy City, winner of the 
American Derby, in which Blue Larkspur did not 
compete, finished fifth behind Blue Larkspur in 
the Kentucky Derby and was next to last 
yesterday. 

“Thus, on form to date Blue Larkspur has the 
only claim worth consideration to the 3-year-old 
championship- -unless some other comes along to 
defeat him in this year of upsets.” 


ESKIMO IN GOOD FORM. 


It was a feather in the cap of trainer Frank M. 
Taylor and the means of much pleasure for C. B. 
Shaffer, master of the Coldstream Stud, himself 
a resident of Chicago, to have 3-year-old Eskimo 
accomplish his third successive victory at Arling- 
ton Park in the first running of the Cherry Circle 
Claiming Stakes (7 furlongs, 1:25 1-5, fast track, 
net value to winner $8.100) July 10. Ridden by 
W. Fronk at 110, Eskimo, fourth choice in the 
hetting, led all the way and won easily by three 
lengths, Clog Dance 116. two lengths in front of 
Fannie J. 110, half a leneth better than Port 
Harlem 113, while Sister Zoe 106, Peter Parley 
116, Lane Allen 115. Crofton 107. Crnucero 117, 
Maiden’s Tryst 105. Water Lad 118. Beauregard 
116 and Marshal Ney 116 finished as named. 
Mr. Shaffer bought Gentlewoman himself at the 
Short Grass Stud dispersal sale, a couple days 
or so after she had aborted twins, and sent her 
to the court of *North Star III, the result of the 
mating being Eskimo.

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SHERIFF HANRATTY. STOPS RACING. 
XPECTING to have racing uninterruptedly 
for 22 days, the Thistledown Jockey Club 


opened its track near Cleveland July 10 after 
two years idleness, and presented a good pro- 
gram which was enjoyed by a large attendance. 
Sheriff E. J. Hanratty of Cuyahoga County, 
disregarding a temporary injunction granted by 
Common Pleas Judge Frederick P. Walther, 
. sent six deputies to the track ana arrested 
Edward Strong, one of the owners of the plant, 
Lloyd Thompson, a ticket seller, and Frank Rock, 
a cashier, in the contribution department. 

The following day suspension of the meeting 
was announced while the question of the legality 
of betting would be decided in the courts. That 
however, did not appease Sheriff Hanratty. He 
sent 75 armed men to the track with instructions 
to make arrests and confiscate property if any 
attempt should be made to do any betting. No 
attempt to was made, of course, since the meet- 
ing had been declared suspended. 

The case of the three men was heard in the 
court of Justice of the Peace Myron J. Penty, 
July 15, and in dismissing them, the Justice held 
that no law of the State of Ohio is violated by 
employment of the “contribution’’ system of 
betting at horse race meetings. 

Sheriff Hanratty after the decision said: “I'll 
raid them again if they try to open up. I'll 
have to have more authority than a justice court 
to determine the betting system is legal.” 

The owners of the track made no announce- 
ment about resuming the racing. 

The latest report from Cleveland is that racing 
will be resumed at Bainbridge Park in accord- 
ance with the schedule announced at the close 
of the spring meeting. ' 

Judge Walther has cited four heads of depart- 
ments of a Cleveland daily newspaper for con- 
tempt of court because of an editorial in which 
he was criticized for issuing the temporary in- 
junction which Sheriff Hanratty disregarded. 

The feature of the one day’s racing was the 
second running of the Thistledown Handicap 
(6 furlongs, 1:16 1-5, heavy track, net value to 
the winner $2,000). It produced a thrilling fin- 
ish and was won by War Instigator 108, ridden 
by T. Luther. Coming fast on the outside, he 
got up in the last strides in time to defeat the 
odds-on’ favorite, Dinah Did Upset 103, by a 
neck. She was four lengths in front of Lew 
Black 103, two lengths ahead of Volante 105, 
with Helen Dean 104 next, and Club House 105 
last.

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WESTERN 
AGUA CALIENTE DATES. 
IRST annual meeting of the Agua Caliente 

Jockey Club, successor to the Tijuana Jockey 
Club, will open on Saturday, December 28, 192y, 
and continue for 81 days until Sunday, March 
13, 1930. 

This announcement is made by President Wirt 
G. Bowman and General Manager James N. 
Croftman. These two, with James W. Coffroth, 
pioneer of horse racing in Baja, California, since 
1915, when he opened the Tijuana track, and 
Baron H. Long, constitute “The Big Four’ of 
the Agua Caliente Jockey Club, and are corre- 
spondingly prominent among those identified with 
the “Sport of Kings’ on the Pacific Coast. 

“Coincident with this designation of the open- 
ing date,” writes Harry Pollok, “Crofton an- 
nounced that the Wurster Company, of Los 
Angeles, had been the successful bidders on the 
second contract for the grand stand. Meanwhile 
work on the $2,000,000 plant, that promises to 
be the most distinctive, picturesque and up-to- 
date extant, is going ahead apace. 

“The peaceful valley of the Tijuana is buzzing 
with all the excitement of Gotham building a 
new subway or putting up a whole block of sky 
piercing business bee-hives. A hundred teams 
of mules and four steam shovels are working 
three shifts, 24 hours a day, excavating and level- 
ing 400,000 cubic yards of earth, on a contract 
that calls for the job to be finished in 100 days. 
This work started two weeks ago. 

“Foundations for the grand stand, club house, 
paddock and stables are now being constructed 
Thirty-five concrete stables are to be built, to 
accommodate some 800 racers. The foundations 
on half a dozen of these stables are already in. 
The stables, alone, will require 4,000 cubic yards 
of concrete and over 400,000 square feet of 
special galvanized roofing. Thirty carloads of 
cement will be used in the construction of the 
stables and over 150 carloads on the entire job. 

“Architect Wayne D. McAllister, designer of 
Agua Caliente’s gorgeous Casino, hotel and other 
structures, is ‘spreading’ himself on the clubhouse 
and announces it will outrival the finest in the 
world. It will accommodate 1.000 people, with 
dining facilities in the cafe and patio for over 
400. There will be a dance floor and other 
uniaue and beautiful features. The lawn is to 
be terraced and will take care of 15,000 race 
‘fans’ and there is to be parking space for over 
5,000 ears. 

“General Manager Crofton announces that 
Tommy Gorman, the Csnadian official who is to 
be assistant manager of the new course, will be 
here by October 1. Word also comes from Mar- 
shall Cassidy, who is to preside at the barrier, 
as he has for several seasons ?t Tijuana, that 
his duties on the Canadian trac’-s will wind up 
at Woodbine on September 28, and that the next 
day will see him winging it Westward in a ‘baby’ 
plane that will have painted all over it the words 
‘Agua Caliente.’ ”’

STORY OF THE GRAND PRIX 


DVICES by mail from France are to the 

effect that, in spite of the morning rain in 
Paris and environs, Grand Prix Day, Sunday, 
June 30, “turned out to be a huge success, and 
the victory of the French owned and _ trained 
Hotweed, ridden by the American Guy Garner, 
was greeted with wild enthusiasm.” 

It is related that all enclosures at Bois de 
Boulonge were packed, and that the President 
of the Republic, accompanied by numbers of civil 
and military dignitaries, was a conspicuous figure 
in the vast assemblage. 

As one writer described it, “the scene in the 
paddock before the race for the Grand Prix de 
aris was unforgettable. Hundreds flocked to see 
the horses as they walked round before the 
supreme test, and little fault could be found in 
point of looks with any of the candidates. Hot- 
weed naturally came in for most attention, and 
he appeared calm and collected, and seemed to 
show no signs of the recent slight injury which 
made his appearance in the race today a matter 
of doubt until yesterday . 

“Buland Bala was greatly admired, and many 
curious eyes were turned on the British chal- 
lenger, whose fine performance at Ascot was 
favorably commented upon. Others to catch the 
eve were Charlemagne, second to Hotweed in the 
French Derby a fortnight ago, Alcacer, Cordial, 
Arbaletrier, and Calandria, who won here last 
Thursday, and finished a creditable third today. 

“The start was a perfect one, and the first to 
show in front was Tour Eiffel, closely followed 
by Buland Bala, Bara, Rebenti, Arbaletrier, 
Cabire, and Grock. 

“These formed a group in front, with the rest 
some lengths in the rear. Grock took the lead 
at the mill, with Tour Fiffel, Queskella, who was 
moving up, Bara and Buland Bala next. 

“A little further on Grock went further ahead, 
but as they came into the straight Buland Bala 
was a good second, and Hotweed had come into 
the argument. 

“Grock was now done with, and Buland Bala, 
Hotweed, and Calandria became concerned in a 
stirring struggle. 

“Buland Bala headed Calandria, and was being 
shouted home when Hotweed came along with an 
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electric burst to win on the post by a head. Re- 
benti was fourth, Charlemagne fifth, and Fons- 
pertius sixth. 

“It was a remarkable performance on the part 
of Hotweed, who is unbeaten this season. His 
other victories were in the Prix Hocquart, the 
Prix Lupin, the Prix du Jockey Club (French 
Derby).” 

A new record for pari-mutuel pooling on one 
race was set up when the bets totalled on the 
Grand Prix 18,450,285 francs, of $735,000. 

Gate receipts on the course were $52,000, and 
the prize-money received by M. Esmond, owner 
of the winner, totalled $73,200. The summary:

The owner of the winner is French, the owner 
of the second a Persian prince, the owner of the 
third a South American.

MORE LIBERAL IN ENGLAND 


N England those bookmakers who have offices 
away from the race courses are usually re- 
ferred to as S. P. bookmakers, the initials mean- 
ing starting price, which is another way for say- 
ing, as in America, closing odds. 

With a view to ascertaining how the coming 
of machine betting on the race courses in Eng- 
land is regarded by the S. P. bookmakers, The 
Sporting Life (London) ‘made inquiries from a 
number of firms.” It was disclosed by the re- 
sponses that, with few exceptions, the layers 
intend to offer their clients the choice of starting 
prices or totalizator odds, with the proviso that 
in the latter instance there must be a limit. 

The Sporting Life asked one of the leading 
firms of betting commission agents why it was 
necessary to have a limit, and, the response, 
which the sporting daily says is “thoroughly con- 
vincing,” is given, as follows: 

“It would be sheer madness,” he said, ‘not to 
have a limit for pari-mutuel prices. We are in 
a different position altogether from the machine. 
The machine pays only a part of the money it 
has received, and it makes no bad debts. 

“Look at our position. The machine may re- 
turn a freak dividend. There are occasions when 
it is certain to do so. It will not be on form 
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horses, but when a rank outsider is first past 
the post. 

“Suppose there is only one machine investment 
on that horse, the whole of the dividend pool will 
go to the solitary backer. That would be a freak. 
The machine would pay out only once, to one 
backer. We should probably have several clients 
on the horse, and to carry on business without a 
limit would be suicidal. It could not be done. 


“There is another point. Suppose there is a 
dark horse which has been well backed privately, 
and only a small sum has been invested on it on 
the course through the machine; that would give 
those in the know an opportunity to send late 
telegrams or phone messages to various book- 
makers, who would have no chance to protect 
themselves, as the bets could be received after 
the race was run in the case of the telegrams, 
and just before the ‘off’ in the case of the phone. 

“An agreement has been reached with regard 
to limits. You have already mentioned some of 
them in the Sporting Life, and it would be inter- 
esting to backers to know them all. 

“They are as follows: On minor races, win 
limit 33 to 1, place limit 10 to 1; on important 
races, win limit 100 to 1, place limit 25 to 1; win 
double events, win limit 200 to 1, place limit 40 
to 1; win treble events 250 to 1, place limit 50 
to 1; and win accumulators 300 to 1, place limit 
60 to 1. 

“It has been suggested that there will be some 
difficulty in deciding which are ‘important’ races. 
There will be no difficulty. It has been agreed 
that an ‘important’ race is one on which the card 
has been officially called at the Victoria or Beau- 
fort Clubs, and the prices published in the Sport- 
ing Press. 

“It has further been agreed that under pari-- 
mutuel conditions horses may be backed for 
places only, cither singly or in doubles and ac- 
cumulators. 

“I notice there is a lot of speculation as to 
what will happen to course bookmakers. They 
will have to meet strong competition from the 
machines, but I assume they will offer to bet 
with their clients either at starting or  pari- 
mutuel prices. 

“You have asked me what I consider will be 
the effect on S. P. office bookmakers of the in- 
troduction of the machine. I am speaking for 
many others in addition to myself when I say 
that we do not fear it.” 


THOROL GHBREDS AT GLEN CARY. 


W. J. Carter, Secretary of the Virginia Breed- 
ers Association, writing in The News Leader 
(Richmond), says: “This season’s crop of 
Thoroughbred foals of rich lineage at Glen Cary 
Farm, near Sweet Springs, includes a likely 
colt foal by Bo McMillan out of Roses, a proud 
daughter of *Wagner and Autoharp, by *Esher 
out of Guitar, by St. Martin. Mrs. Cary Breck- 
enridge Woodville, mistress of Glen Cary, is a 
niece of the late Major James H. Dooley, Rich- 
mond sportsman, magnate of finance and philan- 
thropist, whose love of the horse came as an 
ancestral inheritance. 

“Roses was mated to Star Hampton, son of 
“Star Shoot and *Dorothy Hampton, by Royal 
Hampton, and the prospective foal should form 
an attractive addition to the Thoroughbred col- 
ony at Glen Cary Farm.” 
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MAY BUY SICKLE. 

ROM England comes news that Joseph E. 

Widener, who is seeking a stajlion for his El- 
mendorf Stud, has an option on Sickle (own bro- 
ther to *Pharamond, now at Hal Price Headley’s 
Beaumont Farm), brown horse, foaled 1924, by 
Phalaris, out of Selene by Chaucer, being the 
first foal of his dam, and consistent performer. 
He is described as a big bodied horse on short 


legs. He is owned by Lord Derby, the owner of 
Phalaris, who has several times declined pro- 


posals that he sell that great son of Polymelus. 


COL. BRADLEY AT IDLE HOUR. 

Col. E. R. Bradley, his sister and niece and 
a few friends came to Idle Hour Farm after Blue 
Larkspur’s victory at Arlington July 13 and 
are to remain until July 19, when they will 
return to Chicago for a day or two. Col. Bradley 
will then go to Colorado for a brief visit with 
his brother John prior to his going to Saratoga. 
All of his horses, except those at Chicago, were 
shipped from Belmont Park to Saratoga a few 
days ago. Trainer “Dick’’ Thompson, who is 
getting over the effects of the operation for 
apendicitis performed at Louisville in May, is 
at Saratoga with the horses. 

IGNAC KONRAD IN KENTUCKY. 

The celebrated European artist Ignac Konrad, 
of Hungarian origin, with a studio in Paris, is 
at Lexington by commission of Ralph Beaver 
Strassburger, of Pennsylvania and Paris, to paint 
pictures of Man o’ War, Fair Play, High Time, 
Bubbling Over, Black Servant and perhaps as 
many five others of the celebrated 
younger Thoroughbreds just entering siredom. 
Mr. Konrad is accompanied by Emil Lengyel, a 
writer of note upon European topics and features, 
and an able linguist. They expect to be in this 
country about eight weeks. The canvases will 
he finished in Paris. They came with letters to 
Miss Elizabeth Daingerfield, who has helped with 
the arrangement of the schedule under which 
Mr. Konrad will make his sketches.

EPSOM SALTS. 


Although the Derby is now but a (principally 
sad) memory, here is a little yarn about it that 
has just come my way.

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NEWMAN AT MAPLETON 


Editor’s Note: This article, written by Neil 
Newman, was published in The Morning Tele- 
graph (New York) July 8, and it is recommended 
to all readers especially those who reside in Ken- 
tucky and are interested in the production of 
Thoroughbred horses. Have they any comment? 
If so we will be glad to have it. 

T has been said that good horses can be bred 

anywhere there is bountiful supply of good 
grass and pure water and that no one section 
has a monopoly in the production of Thorough- 
breds. The longer I live the more I am convinced 
of the truth of this assertion and I rejoice in the 
fact this belief is becoming more widespread and 
as a result we find more and more sections being 
given over to the production of Thoroughbred 
horses—all of which is an excellent thing for 
both the sport of racing and the bloodstock in- 
dustry in general. 

One day last week I took advantage of a most 
cordial invitation extended by Messrs. Carstairs 
and Pierce to vis t their Mapleton Stud, situated 
near Malvern, Pa., and inspect Tryster, the 
mares, the yearlings and the foals domiciled there. 

In company with George Wenrick, that in- 
defatigable collector of sporting books and prints, 
we journeyed to Mapleton Stud and were both 
amazed and delighted with what we saw there. 
The opinion seems to be quite widespread that 
only first-class Thoroughbreds can be produced in 
Kentucky, a belief the Kentuckians have been 
quietly nurturing for many years. Now there is 
no gainsaying the fact Kentucky has no superior 
as a nursery for Thoroughbred bloodstock, but 
it does not necessarily follow first class Thorough- 
breds cannot be bred elsewhere, particularly in 
the State of Pennsylvania. Let us pause a 
moment and recall the many great horses bred 
by Aristides Welsh at Erdenheim Stud, Chestnut 
Hill, just on the outskirts of Philadelphia. Erden- 
heim is now the property of George D. Widener 
and I have no doubt he could breed first class 
Thoroughbreds at FErdenheim were he so dis- 
posed. Then there was the Algeria Stud of the 
late Congressman Scott, located near Erie, Pa. 
The untimely death of Scott brought Algeria to 
a premature end, but not before it was satis- 
factorily demonstrated that first class horses 
could be bred there. General A. J. Cassatt bred 
more than one good horse in Pennsylvania and 
the Goughacres Stud of the Messrs. Clyde was the 
birthplace of Shorthose, Bryn Mawr. Dublin, 
Spring and other winners. And finally J. Howard 
Lewis bred a winner of the Kenner Stakes at 
Swathmore, which he is pleased to term “a briar 
patch in Pennslyvania.”’ 


Bearing this in mind, there is no reason to 
douht that Carstairs and Pierce should hreed 
good Thoroughbreds in Pennsylvania, provided 
they have the right kind of tools to work with. 
After studvine their sire, Tryster, and examin- 
ing carefully their mares, I do not hesitate to go 
on record as believing they are bound to produce 
Thoroughbreds eaual to the best bred anywhere. 
It is merely a question of time and a modicum 
of luck. 

Mapleton Stud comprises about 370 acres of 
as good land for the raising of Thoroughbreds 
as one can find anywhere. Most of the paddocks 
have been sown in blue grass and, thanks to the 
abundant rainfall this Spring, they are fortunate 
in having more grass than they can actually use. 
the stock is unable to keep it down and they have 
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recourse to cutting it in order to prevent it 
becoming too rank. The land is abundantly 
watered, the terrain is undulating, none of it is 
low enough to permit the coilection of water 
and the consequent souring of the pastures. 
The broodmares and yearlings are quartered in 


a spacious barn erected on an elevation that 
permits free access of light and air. The box 
stalls measure fourteen feet by fourteen feet 


and in one corner of each stall a piece of two- 
inch piping permits the foal to have access 
to a feeding trough, but precludes the mare 
from getting at the youngster’s feed. In an- 
other corner of each stall is installed a_ re- 
ceptacle for water so arranged that when the 


horse inserts its muzzle it automatically starts 
the flow of water and when the muzzle is 
withdrawn the water ceases flowing. The re- 
sult is there is never any stale water in the 
receptacle. I believe both of these arrange- 
ments originated with Henry Williams, the 
superintendent at Mapleton. Williams, orig- 


inally from South Carolina, is well and favor- 
ably known in bloodstock centers in Kentucky. 
Impressed by Tryster 

I was‘amazed with the change in Tryster. I 
had not seen him since he had retired from 
racing. He has grown and let down in a manner 
that would excite the admiration of the most 
exacting. A solid black, he stands sixteen 
hands, must weigh about 1,200 pounds. This 
breeding should suit the most captious eritic. In 
the tail male he belongs to the uniformly suc- 
cessful line. His dam is a daughter of the 2,000 
Guineas and Derby winner, St. Amant, a son 
of St. Frusquin, and the name of St. Frusquin 
in the lower half of any pedigree is a tower of 
strength. Tryster, despite his limited opportuni- 
ties, won over $100,009 while racine and he has 
done exceptionally well at the stud. His first 
season I believe he hed ten winners of twenty- 


eight races worth $26,236. Last year he was 
responsible for twelve winning juveniles. They 
won twenty-four races and $30,018. Like every 
young and untried sire, Tryster had to take 
what mares were offered him. His owners 
could not pick and choose. Now that he is 
at Mapleton, where he will have access to 


a dozen of the best bred mares in the stud book, 
he cannot fail to improve materially. The 
oldest of Tryster’s issue at Mapleton are vear- 
lings and in appearance they are a credit t» 
him. In 1928 he was bred to thirtv-six and this 
year he had but eighteen mares. He is particul- 
arly sure with his mares. I think he has a 
foaling record of ahout 90 per cent and the 
average number of services to his mares is a 
trifle over two. According to THE BLOoop-HORSE, 
Tryster to date this year has sired four winning 
juveniles and they have accounted for thirteen 
races valued at $14,230. Trvster is as sweet- 
tempered a horse as one would wish to see. He 
is in splendid condition and there is not a pimple 
on him. 

All of the twelve in number have been 
to Tryster and all appear to be in foal. 
tically ail of them are young. Fiery Flicht is 
a brown daughter of Sweep and Flvine Star 
foaled in 1922. Flvinge Star was a daughter of 
Star Shoot out of Orange and Blue and she had 
a first class looking yearling by American Flag.
